Small eats seeing a big splash as 
offices rein in company celebrations

than the next/^ she said. “It was an annual occasion you looked for- 
ward to on so many levels.’’ 

live years ago, six-figure parties weren’t unheard of, and part of an 
accepted year-end ritual to boost employee morale. But the recession 
and waves of layoffs put a quick end to high times, with pricey bashes 
falling out of favor in 200 and 2009. 

Just like millions of American households that have felt the eco- 
nomic pinch, companies have adjusted their holiday pbns, opting for 
simpler, smaller celebrations. At the onset of another holiday season, 
spirits remain subdued, yet caterers and restaurants do cite improve- 
ments in party business from last year, which also was an improve- 
ment over 2009, 

^‘[Clients have] realized they need to start entertaining again, but 
doing it in a way that’s appropriate,” Wright said, adding that busi- 
nesses that once spent $50,000 on a party have dropped to about 
$15,000, Companies now consider entertaining in the office, perhaps 
in the lobby, with heavy appetizers rather than a full meal, maybe in- 
viting clients, but not spouses, 

David Brandt, director of catering at the Palmer House, has a stark- 
er view of corporate holiday parties: “They’ve gone out of fashion with 
the recession, and T don’t think frankly they’re going to come back.” 

Events by number are down about 25 percent from five years ago, 
he said, and spending per guest has also declined, by about 23 percent. 

Brandt pointed to decreased alcohol offerings as a leading reason 
for lower spending, as clients remain worried about incurring Liability 
from accidents. 

Albn lliompson, director of administration at Mayer Brown, a 
Chicago-based law firm, said his company actually found savings by 
holding an off- site party. I'he firm had traditionally held its party in- 
house, renting plates, glasses and linens, and bringing in catered food. 

Holding the party outside saved money and has been more fun for 
employees, Thompson said. This year’s event, at Hotel Allegro Chi- 
cago, will consist of beer, wine and appetizers. 

“There won’t be champagne flowing or anything like that,” Thomp- 
son said, adding that the firm has been looking at “all of our expenses.” 


FOR SOME, SIZE STILL MATTERS 


PARTY SPENDING REMAINS IDLE 


Of course, for some employers, the de- 
sire for a bigger splash remains. 

At the Chicago offices of Olson, a 
Minneapolis-based advertising and PR 
firm, the company holds an annual holi- 
day bash including spouses or signifi- 
cant others, a full bar and an in-office 
omelet breakfast the following morning 
for employees to rehash the festivities. 

"It’s a reason to celebrate a good 
year, and every year a reason to thank 
not only our employees but spouses 
or significant others," said Pete Marino, 


president of Olson. "They are an impor- 
tant part of enabling our people to do 
the work, and travel a lot." 

If it came down to excluding spouses 
to save money, Marino said, "fm not sure 
wed have a party" 

Then there’s Wauconda-based MBX 
Systems* which has hosted an overnight 
party including hotel stay, for the past 
seven years. The company has 100 em- 
ployees and spends nearly $50,000 on 
the holiday party, considering it impor- 
tant for employee morale, tiwbuke

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rrS NO SECRET: AMERICANS ARE OK 
WITH TAKING ANTIDEPRESSANTS

Between the bleak economy and the dreary 
employment outlook, it’s no surprise many 
young people say they are depressed. 

And more than ever, they are relying on an- 
tidepressants to manage their moods. 

Antidepressants were the No. i prescrip- 
tion drug taken by Americans ages i8 to 44 
from 2005-08, according to a report released 
in the fall by the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. Antidepressant use in the 
US. among all ages jumped nearly 400 per- 
cent from 1988 to 2008, the report found. 

Some experts have attributed the rise in 
the use of these drugs among young adults, in 
part, to references of antidepressants in pop 
culture. Also, increased marketing by drug 
companies and mental health support groups 
have helped reduce the stigma associated 
with taking antidepressants so much that, un- 
like prior generations, users feel like they’re 
able to speak freely about their drug use, Chi- 
cago doctors say 

Alissa Conaty 35, who has been taking anti- 
depressants on and off for 15 years, says she’s 
noticed a shift: in others’ perceptions of the 
drugs over the years. 

“T know when I was growing up, people 
who were on [antidepressants] ... there was 


a negative tone,” said Conaty, who was first 
prescribed Prozac as a 20-year-old because 
she was having a tough time adjusting to col- 
Icgc. 

“Today my friends and I talk on Facebook 
openly about what meds we’re on and the side 
effects.” 

Conaty, of Uptown, said she relies on thera- 
py to talk through her problems but has found 
antidepressants help her “get over a hump.” 
“This is what I found that works for me.” 

One Northwestern Memorial Hospital 
doctor said Prozac also is part of the rea- 
son for increased antidepressant use among 
young people. 

Prozac has fewer side effects and is much 
harder to overdose on than the antidepres- 
sant drugs on the market prior to 1988— when 
Prozac was introduced— which probably is 
why more people are taking the drug, said 
Will Cronenwett, medical director of Stone 
Mental Health Center. 

Besides the creation of Prozac, there have 
been efforts by professional groups and gov- 
ernment organizations to increase education 
about the symptoms of depression, which 
have helped people recognize they may have 
depression and realize they’re not alone in 
needing treatment, said Mark Pollack, chair- 
man of psychiatry at Rush University Medical 



and into the light,” Pollack said. “I'he fact 
that more people seem to be getting treat- 
ment now is a positive.” 

But Dr. G. Caleb Alexander of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago said prescribing drugs is not 
always the answer.

Conservatory’s historic 
plant room reopens after 
storm smashed windows

I'he Garfield Park Conservatory took an- 
other step Saturday toward recovering from 
the beating it took at the hands o f a powerful 
summer hail storm. 

The West Side conservatory’s historic 
Fern Room opened for the first time since 
the June 30 storm broke much of the glass- 
paneled roof in the early 20th Century 
greenhouse and threatened its treasured 
plants— some of them more than 200 years 
old. 

With the repairs came warm memories for 
visitors there to check in on the still-ongoing 
work being done to erase the storm’s dam- 
ages. 

Sam Uliano thought of her life in Hawaii 
before moving to Chicago as she strolled 
among the dripping ferns towering above 
her and stared up at the late autumn light 
streaming through temporary plastic panes 
installed in the roof to protect the plants 
from impending winter weather. 

^‘It’s really exciting the Fern Room’s back,” 
said Uliano, who comes to the conservatory 
regularly to get her fix of the humidity and 
smell of the lush plant life of her former 
home. “Not that long ago, there was nothing 
in liere, and it was cold. 'Fhey got this back 
together quickly.” 

The rehab in the 103-year-old Fern Room 
has been painstaking, Chicago Park District 
spokeswoman Zvezdana Kubat said. Workers 


had to remove shards of glass from the roof 
panes by hand, and replace much of the soil in 
the conservatory's centerpiece room. 

While performing those repairs, the 
workers also uncovered some of the con- 
toured walls that structure the layout of the 
room, many of which hadn’t been seen since 
vegetation covered them decades ago. 

And the process continues, 'fhe Show 


House and the Desert House remain closed 
thanks to the storm. 

In those locations and inside the Fern 
Room, the permanent windows put in to re- 
place the ones broken will have to be double 
pane, which could prove complicated and 
more costly, Kubat said. 

Other areas of the conservatory, which 
sits in East Garfield Park and is listed on the

National Register of Historic Places, sus- 
tained light damage from the storm. 

While some portions of the conservatory 
were re-opened shortly after the summer 
storm swept through, getting the Fern Room 
back is key to the site’s success, Kubat said. 

“That’s the biggest draw, the room that 
brings more people to the conservatory than 
any other,” she said.

Roaring back 

Woods wins first tourney in more than two years 



llger Woods ended a frustrating victory 
drought of just more than two years when 
he clinched the Chevron World Challenge— 
which he hosts— by one shot Sunday holing a 
six-foot birdie putt on the last hole. 

A stroke behind fellow American Zach 
Johnson entering Sunday Woods fired a 
three-under-par 69 at Sherwood Cotmtry 
Club in T'housand Oaks, Calif, to claim the 
95th tournament win of his career, but his 
first since the 2009 Australian Masters. 
Woods, whose world ranking plummeted 
from No. i to 52nd while he struggled 
over the past two years with his pri- 
vate life in tatters, came from one 
down with two holes to play to 


post a lo-under 278. 

He drained a 15-footer at the par-three 
17th before coolly knocking in a six-footer on 
the i8th green and then celebrating with his 
trademark roundhouse sweep through the air 
with his right arm. 

“It feels great,” a jubilant Woods said alter 
his spectacular birdie-birdie finish ended a 
run of 26 tournaments around the world with- 
out victory 

“It was a lot of fun coming down the 
stretch. Zach put a lot of pressure on me. He 
turned the tide [on 16], next thing I am one 
down playing the last couple of holes . T'hen I 
made two good putts.
